The troubles of Spain are being in 


creased by the revival ol Uii'rlist activity. 
The Madrid covernment fears that J>on 
Cnrloa is once more preparing to raise 
the standard ol Insurrection, and, taking 
advantage of the desperate mood of the 
people and their feeling against the 
reigning family, re-establish his own 
family upoa the throne. 


Don Carlos is, like the reigning King 


of Spain, a Prince of the Bourbon house 
When Ferdinand VII. of the JJonrbon 
line, was ejected from the throne of 
Spain by Xapoleon I, who put his broth- 
er, Joseph Bonaparte, in his place, it 
looked for the time being as if the Bour- 
bon dynasty in Spain had come to an 
end. But in March, 1814, the power ol 
Xapoleon in the Jberian Peninsula hav- 
ing been broken, Ferdinand VII came 
back to Madrid and the Bourbon line of 
monarchs went on again and, with occa- 
sional interruptions of short duration, it 
has been going on ever since. 
The 


.Spanish revolution of 1820 again despus- 
ed Ferdinand, but in 1822 the famous 
league called the Holy Alliance—com- 
posed of France, Austria, llussia and 
Prussia—intervened in the 
affairs of 


Spain and replaced him firmly on his 
throne. An army of 100,UOO French 
soldiers was kept on Spanish soil for five 
years to make a sure thing of it. It was 
this intervention in the affairs of Spain 
which caused that country the loss of its 
Spanish colonies, because the British 
government, having protested in vain 
against the intervention on the soil of 
Spain itself, manifested its displeasure 
by recognizing the independence of the 
revolted Spanish-American colonies. It 
was out of this episode in the affairs of 
Europe that our Monroe doctrine came. 
England's great minister, George Can- 
ning, passing the word to our govern 
ment at Washington, through our minis- 
ter at London, Mr. Kush, that if the 
Holy Alliance attempted to restore to 
King Ferdinand the revolted Spanish 
colonies, England would assist our gov- 
ernment in preventing it. The result 
was that while the house of Bourbon 
was firmly restored in Spain itself in the 
person of King Ferdinand, the colonial 
empire of Spain disappeared except for a 
few remnants, of which Cuba and the 
Philippines were and still are the leading 
items. 


Thus matters stood in 182D, when King 


Ferdinand, being childless, married his 
fourth wife, Maria Christina of Naples 
Intending to keep the throne for his own 
direct descendents, Ferdinand at the 
same time issued a decree abolishing the 
Salic law in Spain, thus making it possi- 
ble for a daughter, it one were born to 
him, to inherit his crown. Jfooneatthe 
time expected any result to follow the 
edict, but the King's brothers, Carlos 
and Francisco, of the French and Nea 
politan branches of the bouse of Bour- 
bon, 
made a formal protest against it. 


The next year, however, Queeu Maria 
Christina gave birth to a daughter, who 
was named Isabella, and this daughter 
was proclaimed Queeu on the death of 
her father, Ferdinand, in 1838, while her 
mother became Queen Kegent. 
Bon 


Carlos, brother of the late King Ferdi- 
nand, thereupon proclaimed bis inten- 
tion to uphold the Salic law, which for- 
bade the occupancy of the throne by a 
woman. lie at once headed a rising of 
all supporters of absolutism and the in- 
habitants of the Basque provinces rallied 
to his standard with great enthusiasm 
The Carlists won some notable successes 
in the field for a lime, but after Dve years 
of fighting were compelled by General 
fispartero, in 3839, to lay down their 
arms and acknowledge Queen Isabella. 
The original Don Carlos then renounced 
bis claims in favor of his oldest son, an- 
other Carlos, and retired to Trieste, 
where he died in 1835 
This second Car- 


los was the uncle of the Don Carlos of 
to-day, now believed to be preparing an- 
other rising against the reigning family, 
whose legitimacy be denies, as did bis 
father and his uncle before him, and on 
the same grounds. This second Carlos 
made one of two feeble efforts at insur- 
rection, and died in 1861.—Ballo. Sun,

What disposition will be 
made of them by the government can 
not as yet be stated, but it is safe to say 
f.liat the Philippine Islands will be the 
imeans of defraying a large portion of 
the expenses of the present war. T 
keep possession ot these islands woul 
give thd United States an importan 
position in the East. There could b 
created there a base of supplies that ha 
long been needed by this country am 
one which would be looked upon will 
envy by all the nations of the world 


Owing to their position, the Philippic 


Islands are but seldom visited, and bu 
little is known concerning them. Tiler 
are about 1,400 islands in the group, o 
which, however, but about 400 are in 
habited. They are almost all of smal 
extent, except Luzon, whose area is ove1 


10,000 square miles, ana Mindanao, Ma 
nila, the capital, has ICO 000 inhabitants 
There is a considerable Spanish popula 
lion, most of whom are found iu the 
citadel called Old Manila. A large ntiro 
ber of Chinese are found on the islands 
<md there is a sprinkling of Americans 
and Europeans of various nationalities 
engaged in trade and commerce. The 
native inhabitants are or the Malay race, 
with some tribes of Negritos. 


The population of the .Philippines is 


about 8,000000, wltkili is divided into 
the Spanish, the Mestizos, or mixed 
races, and the Negritos. In addition 
there is a large Chinese population and a 
sprinkling of Americans and Kuropeans 
of various nationalities. 


To a large extent the islands are eon- 


trolled by unconquered tribes. 


For centuries before Magellan discov- 


ered the islands in 1521 there had been a 
constant current of Chinese to the is- 
lands, and Chinese merchants carried on 
a nourishing trade. There are still many 
wealthy Chinese who monopolize the 
trade of the islands and act as middle- 
men between the planters and the Euro- 
pean and American merchants. 
The 


planters are for the most part halt-caste 
—or, as they are called more properly, 
Mestizos, or people of mixed race, for, 
though all are described as belonging to 
the Malay race, there is a great variety 
of admixture in the blood of the Philip- 
pine Mestizos. 


Tbe>l'bllippine Islands are divided in 


to some fifty provinces, which are sub- 
ject either to politico-military governors 
or to alcaldes or mayors, who are usually 
civilians. These provinces are subdivid- 
ed into pueblos (towns or villages,) over 
each of which a native Indian or mesti- 
zo, called a gobeniadorcillo, is placed 
The gobernadorcillo and his assistant 
settle all minor matters of police and 
eivil jurisdiction, and decide between the 
natives in questions affecting the right, 
of persons and property. 


The Spanish monks are the strongesl 


power in the islands. They have a greal 
deal of inlluence in their immediate cir 
cle, and form tho most enduring link, if 
not the only one, between Spain and the 
colony. This is not the case with the 
native monks, who are little respected 
and whose conduct has done much to 
foment the spirit of discontent which 


grievous is the penalty of confiscation, 
which the minions of the government 
enforce frequently and in the most arbi- 
trary manner, suddenly stripping of all 
their possessions active and prosperous 
men, 
planteis or merchants, who have 


fallen under tbeir ban, been suspected of 
political agitation or, perhaps, merely 
excited their cupidity. 


It would appear as if the chief, if not 


the only, end for which the government 
is organized and maintained is to pillage 
the natives. 


The spirit of rebellion is everywhere 


rife, and there is nc question that iho 
leaders of insurrection have the sym- 
pathy and support of the whole Malay 
and Mestizo population, of the native 
soldiers iu the service of Spain, and of 
the Chinese and Japanese, aud most of 
the European mercantile community. 


The financial and commercial position 


of the colony is of much interest to us 
sincd the islands have been taken posses- 
sion of by the United States forces. 


In 1S95 the revenue was estimated at 


about $13 600,000, and expenditures at 
$13300.000. There is a duty on tobacco 
exported, and heavy duties are laid on 
all imports, as high as 100 per cent, on 
petroleum and cotton cloth. The value 
of the imports in 180-1 was $28,fi20,777, 
and of tho exports $33.119,981. 
The 


values exported of the chief commercial 
products were : Manila hemp, $H 517,- 
000 ; sugar, $10,975 000 ; tobauco, $3 isu,- 
01)0 ; cocoanuts, $2 310 000; coffee, $3M - 
000 ; coal, $350,000. Tliere were f)7,7S7 
tons of Manila hemp, 20I.GSO tons of 
sugar, 307 tons of coffee and ] 1 r,2J tons 
of copra produced in 1803 
In the same 


year "30,010 quintals of leaf tobacco and 
138.438 000 cigars were exported. 


As a general thing foreigners residing 


n Manila are engaged in commercial 
pursuits. The English and Germans are 
especially prominent in business. These 
wo elements have very extensive inter- 
ests there, and as a general thing have 
very pleasant homes iu the outskirts of 
the city. The buildings are generally 
made of wood, as is common in extreme- 
y hot climates, aud a bombardment by 
.he Americans would mean quick de- 
truction of these buildings and a gener- 
^l destruction of the city by Ore. It is 
virlent that Commodoie Dewey is treat- 
ng with the greatest respect and consid- 
ralion the interests of these people in 
rfaniia.

has become prevalent through the is- 
lands. The Spanish monks have some- 
times stood between the extortionate and 
unscrupulous officials and the people, 
but they are themselves harsh and ex 
acting masters, and are full of greed. 
The captain general is the head of the 
government. His titles, which are in- 
numerable, embrace all the usual attri- 
butes of government. 
The lieutenant 


governor, who takes the place of the 
captain general in the event of his death, 
is called the segundo capo, or second 
head. 


The industries, carried on by the in- 


habitants of the islands, are varied, but 
only partially developed. Under an in- 
telligent system these industries could 
in a short time be made immensely pro- 
fitable. 


Principal among I he industries practic- 


ed by the natives is matting weaving, of 
extraordinary fineness and of the bright 
est colors, straw hats, cigar cases and 
baskets. 
They also make cloth and tis- 


sues of every sort from cotton, silk and 
abaca. From filaments taken from the 
leaves of the etuana they make cambric 
of a Gner texture than is made in France, 
and they also manufacture strong, coarse 
cloth for sails, etc., and ropes and cables 
of all demensions. They fan and dress 
leather and skins to perfeclion. 
They 


are very clever workers in gold, silver 
and copper, and the Indian women are 
especially expert in needle work and em- 
broid.ery. 


Under Spanish rule, however, these in- 


dustries have been neglected and dis- 
couraged, and the natives subjected to 
exorbitant taxes, until the islands have 
been in almost constant rebellion. 


Some of the specific grievances of the 


people are the corvee, which compels 
every man to give forty days' free labor 
every year to the government; the in- 
come tax, assessed arbitrarily, and often 
collected from persons who have no in- 
come at all; the tribute or capitation 
tax, recently increased from $3 75 to $6, 
and in some cases much higher ; the car- 
riage tax, which mulcts every owner of 
a vehicle $3 for each wheel, and the ex- 
cessive license fees, often as much as 
$500 for a small retail store. Especially

posed seal was not accorded a favorable 
reception, and the committee's

Nothing further was done until March 


2o, 1779, when the matter was referred 
to a new committee, consisting of 
'•James Lovell, o£ Massachusetts ; Mr. 
Scott, of Virgiuia, aud William llous- 
toun, oC Georgia." After some debate 
their report was ordered to be recommit- 
ted to a new committee, composed of 
Middleton and Rutledge. of South Caro- 
lina, and Boudinot, of New Jersey. 


Two years later the records show ac- 


tivity in the efforts to evolve a suitable 
device for a seal, and in the meantime 
the committee reports were referred to 
the 
Secretary of Congress, Charles 


Thomson. The name of Arthur Lee, a 
member of the Coneress from Virginia, 
iust returned from France, also appears 
as one of the members to whom designs 
were submitted, The assistance of Wil- 
iarn Barton, M. A., a resident of Phila- 
delphia, was also sought, and he sub- 
mitted an elaborate design which con- 
tained very little that was subsequently 
ised. But it is here that the eagle for 
the Drat time prominently appears. In 
the description of the device the bird is 
mentioned as being "emblematical of 
sovereignty." 


Another design was submitted by 


.-'harles Thomson, the Secretary of Con- 
gress. Here we still further trace the 
irocess of evolution in the American 
eagle. Though we aim to divest this lit- 
Je history of the "boast of heraldy," the 
following description conveys an excel- 
ent idea of the device: 


"The shield borne on the breast of an 


A.merican eagle, on the wing and rising 
proper. In the dexter ralon of the eagle 
an olive branch, and in the sinister a 
bundle of arrows. 
Over the head of the 


eagle a constellation of slars, surrounded 
with bright rays, and at a little distance 
clouds. In the bill of the eagle a scroll 
with the words 'E Pluribus Unnm.' " 
The next and last report is indorsed 
"Mr. Barton's improvement on the Sec- 
retary's device." 


This made some slight alterations in 


the Secretary's design, and after itself 
undergoing certain 
changes, it was 


adopted June 20, 1782. So, all things 
considered, we suppose we are justified 
in saying that the great, glorious and in- 
destructible American eagle was born 
not quite 116 years ago.

For Civilization and Peace. 


There are two ways of looking at the 


remarkable speech of Mr. Chamberlain. 
He not only plainly indicated the possi- 
bility of an understanding between Great 
Britain and the United States, going to 
the length of a complete alliance with 
the two ilags Hying in war above united 
forces, but he frankly admitted the need 
of some such alliance to enable Great 
Ikitain to meet the Powers that may 
combine against her. Here are his mo- 
mentous words: 


"The time has arrived when Great 


Britain may be confronted by a combi- 
nation of Powers, and our first duty, 
therefore, is to draw sili parts of the 
IStnpire into close unity, and our next to 
maintain th,e bonds of permanent unity 
with our kinsmen across the Atlantic. 


"There is a powerful and generous na- 


tion," said Mr. Chamberlain, "speaking 
our language, bred of our race, and hav- 
ing interests identical with ourn. I would 
go so far as to say that, terrible as war 
may be, even war itself would >>e cheaply 
purchased if in a great and noble cause 
the Stars and Stripes and the Union 
lack should wave together over an An- 
glo-Saxon alliance." 


One way to regard these utterances is 


to accept them as the bid of an English 
statesman in power, deeply concerned ut 
the possible perils of the near future, for 
the moral and the material support of 
the only great nation that he can hoiie 
to enlist. Such a bid would in its essence 
be selBsli. The amity inspiring it might 
cool if the peiil vanished or if the now 
ipparently threatening Cowers should 
quarrel with each other. Another way 
of regarding Mr. Chamberlain's address 
s to tnkt> it as the sincere expression ot 
a growing national feeling of sympathy 
with this country, admiration for our 
purposes, confidence iu our success, and 
a desire to join with us in attaining the 
beneficent triumph of the principle of or- 
1ered freedom which is common to both 
atioiiB and shared by none other. In 
ur judgment, neither of these interpre- 
ations is wholly correct, and each of 
hem is in important respects just. Mr. 
Jhamberlain would not venture to use 
uch words if he were not sure of a dtrong 
upport, among the political class which 


represents directly and among the 


nass of the people. On the other band, 
f the feeling of the whole nation were 
ven stronger than it probably is neither 
ilr. Chambeilain nor any other responsi- 
ile politician would at this time give 
uch expression to it as lie has given uu- 
iss he felt that the permanent interests 
f Great Britain not only permitted but 
(•quired that lie should do so. Practi- 
ally his speech is a public warning to 
II the Continental I'owers that, if they 
o too far in threatening the interests of 
jiigland, England will seek an alliance 
ith United Slates not merely defensive 
tit aggressive.—A'. 1". Times.

Under the head, "Public Life as

Career" Harper's Weekly states one o! 
the reasons why the power of the politi 
cal boss ought to be, and in the iuteresi 
of honest politics must be, destroyed 
and what it sayii is aptly illustrative 01 
political conditions in Pennsylvania: 


"The high-minded man of intellectua 


force, with a natural interest in the prob 
l«ms of government and a laudable am 
bition to help in solving them, has found 
it increasingly difficult to secure even a 
foothold in public life. The growth o 
tlie machine has made the very entrance 
upon such a career under self-respectim 
conditions impossible in the State o 
Pennsylvania, and the conditions ar 
only less intolerable in other parts of tbe 
countiy. The man with a mind of hi 
own is not wanted, and will not be en 
iiured, by the boss. 
"What is the outlook for public life iu 


this country during the first half oC the 
next century V Are the young men o 
marked ability, lofty ambition, and high 
aims, who are now coming upon th 
stage of action, to be found in our chie 
oflices twenty, thirty and forty year 
hence ? There will undoubtedly be at 
tractions in the indcstrial world to temp 
them by the promise of large naateria 
rewards. But these attractions will no 
alone suffice to divert them. Plenty o 
men will disregard such consideration 
if they can honorably secure cilices in 
which they feel that they can he nsefu 
and happy on incomes only a fifth or 
tenth what they might make elsewhere. 


PROBABLE WHEAT PKICES. 


The wheat crop of the United State 


last year was the largest produced sine 
li>91, but shortages in other countrie 
made the world's harvest smaller tlia 
that of any year since 1890. 
This wa 


a conjunction of statistical affairs tha 
was moat fortunate for American farm 
era, and they have profited by it in real 
izing the best, prices obtained in any yeat 
with three exceptions, since 1883. 
Th 


situation indicates that this country ma 
have a larger yield of wheat this yea 
than it had iu 1S97 ; but there must be 
gain of over 400,000 000 bushels in th 
world's production to make the latte 
equal that of 1S95, and ot over 500.000 
000 bushels to bring it up to the size o 
the harvests of 1894. Evidently, say 
the Phila. Rnord, Europe will want a 
of the wheat of the coming crop whic 
the United States shall have to spare 
and in that event producers may coun 
confidently on obtaining good prices. 


Even with the larger output of when 


in this country which is now indicated i 
would appear to be scarcely probabl 
that the world's harvests will be any 
where near sufficient to make up tli 
great deficiency between the maximnr 
and minimum wheat production in recen 
years. With the pinching experieuces o 
the last season as an incentive, the buy 
ers of importing countries are likely t 
make liberal provision for their futrr 
wants as soon asadeciuatesuppliesof th 
new domestic crop shall become nvai 
able. The outlook for trade and price 
is full of encouragement for America: 
farmers, upon whose prosperity the gen 
eial business welfare of the country s 
largely depends. 


THE WAK SITUATION. 


There has been very general disap 


pointmeiit throughout the country be 
cause our ilt'ets in the Cuban waters hav 
not succeeded in bringing the command 
er of the Spanish tleet to battle, but

little retlectiou should teacti our peopli 
not to expect impossibilities from ou 
naval commanders. 


We have announced the blockade of a 


number of Cuban ports and that block 
ade must be maintained no matter H 
what extent it shall require a division o 
our naval vessels, but the Spanish ad 
miral has an opeu sea nearly half as large 
as the whole territory of the Uuite( 
States, and has Heeler vessels than our. 
because he has no heavy and slow-mov 
ing hattleships. Even if Admiral Samp 
son had overtaken the Spanish (leet any 
where in the open sea, he could not hav 
forced a battle, as the Spanish admira 
could sail away from us if he did no 
wish to light. Only by the accident o 
coming upon the Spanish tleet unexpect 
etlly iu some harbor where it could be 
blockaded, can the Spanish admiral b 
Mttiwlled to fict>t, and then hs wouli 
light with the aid of powerful land bat 
tsries. 


It is evident that the Spanish admira 


started out with the purpose of avoiding 
battle, and the Spanish Government am 
people were enthused over his great 
achievement of rfiehing Santiago am 
entering that port without meeting tin 
American fleet. It proves that his in- 
structions and purpose were studiously 
to avoid an engagement; and as it is en 
tirely in his power to do so, it is safe to 
assume that there will be no great naval 
battle unless the Spanish admiral slml1 


be forced into some Cuban port for coal 
where he can ba hemmed in, A uava 
battle, therefore, is only among the re 
mote possibilities. It might occur any 
day because precipitated by some unex- 
pected event, but it is not the purpose o: 
the Spanish admiral to fight and hi 
seems to have every chance lo avoid bat 
tie. 


The government and country should 


look the war situation squarely in the 
face. It is needless to hunt for the Span 
ish fleet. We cannot overtake it; it can 
do us no uariu by letting it alone, and al 
idea of terminating the war by a nava 
engagement and the destruction of Ad 
miral Cervera's squadron should be a 
once abandoned. The first necessity is 
to send an adequata land fores to Ad 
miral Dewey, and all the resources of tin 
government should be exhausted to 
hasten at least 15,000 men and the sup 
plies necessary for their support. 


It seems to be a necessity to take pos 


session of and hold the Philippines, leav 
ing toe ultimate disposal ot them to bi 
-determined by conditions which may 
exist when peace shall be attained. With 
an adequate land force, including nearly 
one-third regular troops, and with so able 
ttnd discreet a commander as Genera 
Merritt, no fears need be eutertainet 
about Admiral I>ewey's safety, even i 
Spain should Mod a fleet to Manilla thai 
largely oiitclaHesours. With the Amer 
jcau oddierg commanding the laud bat 


eries, Admiral Dewey could not be 
laced in a position of danger. 
The only other important movement 
ow to be considered by the government, 
s how to gain possession of Cuba, and it 
uvolves not only very delicate military 
onsiderations but also the claims of hu- 
manity. We should do one of two things 
—either hasten to the uttermost an army

occurred last Thursday morning at hi 
home, Hawarden Castle, Wales, was bon 
in' Liverpool, December 21), 1809.

merchant, who removed to Liverpool frou 
Glasgow, Scotland, in 17S5, and made i 
large foitune in the West Ind'a trade. 


In 1809 .Mr Gladstone, becoming for thi 


first time prime minister, secured the dis 
establisment and disendow merit of the 
frish Episcopal Church, and in 1S70 the 
passage of the Irish land act.

THE WAK NEWS IJf SUOBT FORM. 


The Navy Department haa settled down 
0 quietly wait for definite results in tbe 
naval programme in West Indian waters. 
Every inquiry is directsd toward the 
ocation of the respective squadrons aud 
he chances of an early conflict. 
But tbe 


inm total ot tbe official advices throw 
ittle or no ligbt on the time when a battle 
may occur. 


It ie said by those best acquainted witb 


.he situation that the decisive fight may 
occur within the next few hoars, or may 
not occur for several days, possibly weeks. 
At tbe same time tbe authorities believe 
that the chances are greatly lessened of 
Admiral Cervera'a prolonging bis elusive 
plan for any considerable time. Tbere 
are several reasons for this, but the main 
one is that the Spanish ships have made 
inroads on their coal supply. 


Admiral Sampson has been ordered to 


seek and destroy tbe Spanish fleet. He ia 
under no restraint as to tbe method to be 
adopted in forcing a battle, though he has 
been advised by tbe strategist board at 
Washington as to his course. 
His orders 


are practically the same as those of Ad- 
miral Dewey, when the latter went to Ma- 
nila. 


Admiral Cervera, in a farewell address 


to the crews of his ships aa thev were 
leaving tbe Cape Verde Islands, told them 
tliat they were Spaniards and that the eye 
of the nation was upon them. 


The bravery of Ensign Arthur L. Wil- 


!ard, in landing from a small boat on 
Diana Key and destroying a Spanish signal 
station there, was described in an oflicia! 
report received last Tuesday in Washing 
ton from Commander Merry, of the gun- 
boat Macbiaa. 


It is said that plans for the army of in- 


vasion may be resumed and a large divi- 
sion of troops may be started from Tampa 
for Cuba in a few days, under convoy ol 
ironclads, in order to provoke the Spanish 
squadron into an engagement. 


The auxiliary cruiser Hugh McCullocb 


left Hong Kong with General Aguinaldo 
and other members of the Philippine in- 
surgent cabinet. 
Agninaldo will land al 


Cavite, where troops are said to be await- 
ing him, and will begin a campaign againii 
the Spanish. 


Refugees from Porto Ttico who have ar- 


rived at St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, 
state that the people of San Juan are ter 
rorized, fearing a repetition of the Ameri- 
can bombardment. 
Many of them are 


camping in the country out of the range 
of the American guns. 


A special dispatch from 
Washington 


says that the President is likely to direct 
the army to begin its invasion of Cuba 
within the next rive days. 
fnapector-Gen- 


eral Breckenridee is making a round of 
the camps, and the order for the invasion 
will likely follow his report as to the con- 
dition of the men. 


The new battle ship Alabama was 


launched at Cramp's shipyard last Wed- 
nesday. 
It was christened by Mias Mary 


E. Morgan, daughter of the senior Senator 
from that State. The ship will be of 11-, 
500 tons displacament, but in armament, 
armor and speed is deemed equivalent to 
the 15,000-ton battle ships of European 
powers. 


The authorities are planning to-cut Gen- 


eral Blanco off from communication with 
the world outside of Cuba by cutting the 
cables starting out from Santiago, which 
are said to be tbe only other Cuban cables 
besides those passing through the United 
States. 


Prince Bismarck is quoted as saying he 


considers that the war was forced by sys- 
tematic American provocation, that the 
whole course of this country has been in- 
sincere, that our "change of front" means 
"retrogression of civilization," that the 
United States will have to become a mili- 
tary and naval power, which it will find 
an expensive luxury, and that an Anglo- 
American alliance is, in his judgment, 
"improbable and unserviceable to both na- 
tions." 


Penor Sagasta has announced the new- 


Spanish cabinet. 
There are but four 


changes. 
Leon y Castillo succeeds Gullor 


as minister oE foreign affairs, Aunon wil 
have the navy portfolio instead of Admira 
Bermejo, Romero Giron will be minister 
of the colonies in place of Moret, anc 
Gamazo will be minister of public works 
instead of Count Xiquena. The accession 
of Gamazo is considered a decided gain. 


Nine ships, which, according to one ac 


count, were war vessels, were sighted of 
the coast of Nova Scotia last Thursday 
bound Sooth. It ia reported in Montrea 
that Senor Polo y Beroabe has been ar- 
ranging for coaling a Spanish neat near tlie 
French islands of Pierre and Miquelon, of 
the southern coast of Newfoundland. These 
things have given riae to a belief in some 
quarters that Spain's heavier and slower 
ships are near tbe coast of Canada on their 
way to attack or blockade ports in the 
northern part of the United States, which 
they could easily do at present, Cervera 
having drawn off Sampson and Schley to 
Cuban waters. 


The crniser Charleston, which sailed 


Wednesday from Mare Island navy yard, 
California, to the aid of Admiral Dewey 
at Manila, returned Thursday on acconnl 
of an accident to her condensers, which 
may delay her several days. 


It is stated in a dispatch from Washing- 


ton that tbe delay in making an invasion 
of Cuba is to be laid at the door of tbe 
military authorities, as they were not and 
are not yet prepared to equip and put in 
the field the force of regulars and volun- 
teers required. The navy has been fully 
ready to co-operate for some weeks. 


Senor Leon y Castillo, who was namei 


aa minister of foreign affairs in the recent 
reconstructed cabinet of Sagaata, telegraph- 
ed from Paris that he would not accept, 
and that he considered he could be oi 
much more service to Spain abroad than 
at home. He is the Spanish ambassadoi 
at Paris. 


The refusal of the authorities at Wash- 


ington to give out anything but meagre 
bulletins is making war news scarce, but 
is preventing the Spaniards from getting 
valuable information. 


Gen. Sickles, for years United Statea 


minister to Spain, thinks the war will last 
a year ; while Admiral Gherardi. tbe naval 
veteran for years in command of the North 
Atlantic squadron, declares his belief that 
it will last three yeara, and be a severe and 
bitter atrnggle. 


A Paria dispatch eays: "Negotiations 


are now in progress with a view to peace. 
1 learned on good authority that Spain 
would make peace if ahe can retain Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, or, possibly, 
only the Philippines. M. Hanotaux is 
preparing a way to mediation. Austria is 
also working in this direction, and it is 
likely that the suggested terms will take 
definite form within a few days. I hear 
that Spanish ships, which have been fitted 
out by Krupp with arms, still lack many 
essentials and cannot under any circum- 
stances put to sea within a week." 


Both houses of the Spanish Cortes on 


Friday voted congratulations to Admiral 
Cervera on his arrival at Santiago. 


The new Spanish war cabinet is giving 


evidence of great energy. 
This is espe- 


cially the case as to Captain Aunon, the 
new minister of marine. 


A panicky feeling is developing in PTa- 


vana aa a result of the blockade and there 
ia a rush to leave the city. The defenses 
are being rapidly strengthened. 


Spaniab reports state that American 


aliipa have bombarded Gnantanamo, Cuba, 
but were repulsed. 


A dispatch from Barcelona saye that be- 


tween 8,000 and 10,000 Spanish troops are 
embarking there for the Philippines. 


The number of volunteers mua'teredi into 


the United Statea Army is now 105,000. 
The call may be waived in the cases of 
dilatory States and regiments in other 
States may be permitted to volunteer. Ac- 
tive preparations have begun at Washing- 
ton lor recruiting the regiments of im- 
munes, six colonels being nominated by 
the President. 


Secretary Lang gave out the welcome 


information on Wednesday that the battle- 
ship Oregon, the second largest craft in 
the American Navy, was now safe, though 
she bad been in great danger. She has 
successfully completed her long trip from 
San Francisco, making the entire circuit 
of South America, after a somewhat peril- 
ous journey of over 13,000 miles.

The National Treasury lost last week 


about $3,300,000 in gold and $4,000.000 in 
available cash balance. These losses are 
-Ine to the large w«.r expenditures and to 
he policy of retaining a small fund of legal 
sud'T notes at the expense of the gold re- 
serve. 


The net cold reserve stood on Saturday 


at $174,362,801. 
The gold bullion has 


been steadily increasing in spite of ar- 
rangements for enlarged coinage, and 
stands at $98,440,907, while the gold coin 
held, $113,804,353, including that held 
against $35,891,450 in outstanding gold 
certificate?. 


The receipts have been lighter during 


the last week than in the first part of May, 
and amounted on Saturday to $974,851. 


'Che expenditures on Saturday were $1,- 


706,000, of which $1,2,95,000 was for the 
War Department and $175,000 for the 
navy. The total receipts during May, in- 
cluding miscellaneous, have been $20,677,- 
320, and the expenditures have been 
$31,430,000,creating a deficit of $13,742,673. 


Tlie leading items of expenditures have 


been $10,933,000 for pensions; $2,400,000 
for interest,; $0,485,000 for the War De- 
partment, and $5,605,000 for the navy 
Expenditures are increasing now that the 
volunteers are coming into service, and 
are likely to cause a daily deficit of nearly 
a million dollars.

literature, but will only try to point out a 
few fields where we may revel. What is 
the use of stirring the noble emotions. 
We never act without an emotion. If you 
have a noble emotion you have a noble 
act.

Pennsylvania Pish taws. 


Fishing with nets in the inland waters 


and set lines are prohibited by the laws of 
the State. Penalty $100 with forfeiture of 
nets, boats, etc. 


Fish weirs, fish baskets and fyke nets 


are prohibited. 
Penalty $50 for the first 


offense and $100 for the second offense. 


Trout fishing is allowed only between 


April 15 and July 15, except in Pike county 
where the season is from May 1 to August 
1. Penalty $10 for each trout taken out 
of the season. 


Black bass, rock bass and wall-eyed pike 


can only be caught between May 30'and 
January 1 under penalty of $10 for each 
fish caught out of the season. 


The catching of black bass and wall- 


eyed pike under six inches, and trout and 
rock bass under five inches, is prohibited 
Penalty $10 for each fish. 


The use of torpedoes, giant powder, ni- 


tro glycerine, dynamite, electricity, lime, 
or any other poisonous or explosive sub- 
stance for catching or taking fish is strict- 
ly prohibited.

Aljrer For Quio.lt /-ivasion. 


Secretary Alger is authority for tlie 


reiterated statement that the invasion of 
Cuba will not be postponed until fall, but 
will begin as soon as the army is ready, al- 
though how soon that will be in its present 
state of unreadiness cannot be foretold, 
and he is also authority for the statement 
that the President adheres to his determi- 
nation to shortly issue another call for ad- 
ditional volunteers that they may be get- 
ting into shape for possible need. 


General Miles and the other army offi- 


cers are as much opposed as ever to mov- 
ing into Cuba before fall, and have not 
given up the hope that the President will 
take their advice, while he ifl waiting for 
the naval victory and for the completion 
of the preparations for organising and 
equipping the volunteer army. 


The lack of necessary equipments, and 


even oT amunition, which, it is disclosed, 
cannot be fully supplied for two or three 
months, would furnish, entirely apart from 
the climatic dangers of the rainy seasons, 
which might largely be overcome by care, 
substantial reasons for waiting until fall. 


The War Department, it is stated, now 


has but 10,000,000 rounds oi small rifle 
cartridges, nnd needs52,500,000rounds, in 
order to equip J73.000 men, which is less 
than the whole number of regulars and 
volunteers authorized, at 300 rounds per 


man, 
and as tbe amunition factories can 


only turn out about 400,000 cartridges a 
day, it will take four months to furnish 
what the department 
lacks, and two 


months to give it half this supply, to say 
nothing of the hammocks and thin uni- 
forms and other equipments demanded by 
the Cuban conditions, which cannot be 
manufactured lor several weeks. 


It will certainly be the middle of June, 


and therefore the beginning of the rainy 
season in Cuba before amunition and 
supplies even for 75,000 men could be 
ready, and this very practical difficulty is 
difficult to-dispose of, even though the 
Administration may be confident that by 
the first of June there will no longer be 
any questions of possible attack on the 
transports of troops by the Spanish war 
ships. But the impatience of the Admin- 
istration to end tbe war and the impatience

Warrant Clerk Glenn has completed at 


the department of public instruction in 
Harrisburg the calculations on the near 
system of distributing theState appropria- 
tion to the public schools, and the warrants 
for this year to be issued on his figures will 
show quite a falling off in some counties 
and a considerable increase in others. As 
was expected, Phi)ad«lphia was a loser to 
the extent of almost $20,000 and some of 
the larger cities of the State are cut down. 
The new basis of apportionment is one- 
third on the number of taxnbles, one-third 
on the number of school chil'dren and one- 
third on the number of teachers.

long rotation. 


Our average land, season after season, 


will not produce -10 bushels to the acre, 
as I carefully collected facts for tbe 
National Department of Agriculture, 
anil tbe normal average yield is under 35 
bushels to tbe acre. During 1897 our 
farmers sold their oats at IS cents per 
bushel. 


Including the oat crop in the rotation 


makes it necessary for the farmer to 
keep more horses (not necessarily to eat 
the oats, but they do it), as the crop 
must be rushed in early m tbe spring, 
and the rush of borse work again comes 
at oat harvest, and oat-stubble plowing, 
manuring, &C., right in the season when 
the weather is very wearing on horse- 
flesh. Frequently the stubble must he 
plowed dry, and we cannot thoroughly 
prepare the seed-bed for wheat. 


1 plow my clover sod in the spring 


with tbe greatest care, using a coulter 
to turn down all rubbish. I then cut it 
up thoroughly with tbe cutaway harrow, 
and finish the seed-bed for corn with the 
Acme harrow. After the corn is planted 
I soon begin to cultivate, before it is up, 
and after it is up I go over it so often 
that at most the weeds can make very 
little start. My rule is, keep tbe field 
absolutely free from weeds. This culti- 
vation is shallow, and results iu a splen- 
did 
earth 
inulch 
which 
conserves 


moisture. 
Sometimes it is necessary to 


cultivate even after the corn is in tassel, 
to break a crust, and I don't hesitate a 
minute to do so. 


My first planting is made about the 


middle of May, and this la ready about 
Aug. 20 for the silo, which I then 1111, 
taking more than half of the corn, 
and proceed to seed down that part of 
the corn stubble at once. J top-dress il 
with manure, run the cutawi.y over it, 
follow with the Acme, and 1 have a seed 
bed that is delightful to contemplate, 
not only fine oti tbe surface but compact 
below, mid full of humus of decaying 
sods and all conditions favorable for the 
capillary water to rise up to the -'aed 
(which is not sown deep, and germinate 
it re.idily. 
Uy this time the rest of my 


crop is ripe enough to cut, and I cut it 
close to the ground, and haul it all oft' 
the (told and close to the barn, setting it 
by the fence or a temporary rick con- 
structed of rails and stakes for the 
occasion. I use a low-down wagon, aud 
this method is about as easy as was the 
old way of setting up tbe shocks to tear 
down to husk, setting them up again to 
tear down to haul home, and setting 
them up at home to tear down to feed. 
Xow my field is all clear, and I proceed 
with the remainder as with tlie first part. 
Thus I have some of my seeding come in 
as early and some as late seeding; and 
as tbe lly sometimes spoils the early, 1 
can depend on the late ; or if tbe season 
closes very early in the fall, and the late 
seeding has a poor chance to develop 
good strong plants for winter, aud some 
is winter-killed, the early will do be^t for 
me; but if both early and late are good 
1 will not grumble. 


Talk about plowing the corn stubble 


for wheat! 1 would not allow a man to 
plow it if he would do it for nothing aud 
board himself. It would only spoil my 
seed-bed for tbe wheat, as a compact 
subsurface is absolutely necessary for a 
good wheat need-bed, and that can only 
bo had by a bare fallow or by seeding the 
corn stubble without plowing. 


A "w I:ITKI: iu the New York Tribune 


has no doubt that bad air iu stables is 
almost wholly responsible for tbe tuber- 
culosis plague, and that reform in tins 
Hue is the only cure. Tbe modern model 
stable, so called, is usually a model of 
deformity, a suffocation box, a model 
tuberculosi-i nursery. 


CONTUAUV to all former notiousin re- 


gard to duck raising, the thousands and 
tens of thousands of 1'ekiu ducks that 
are annually marketed iu Xew York, 
1'hiladelpbia aud Uoston, from New Jer- 
sey to the coast of Maine, never saw 
water only in drinking troughs. They 
giow much faster when kept out ot the 
water, and if fed properly will average 
at ten weeks of age ten pounds per pair. 
— Pvultrn. 


ON some farms there is a great deal of 


land made idle by the big open drains 
that run through them. Not only so, 
but tbe sides of tLese ditches catch tbe 
seeds of all kinds of weeds and make a 
fine bed for their growth. After they 
are grown it is very diilicult to banish 
the weeds. Therefore the best way is to 
banish the big ditches, making covered 
drains in their places.

THE striped bug which destroys cu- 


cumber vines may be destroyed by plac- 
ing a tight box over the viuea (such as a 
cheese box), and pouriug a teaspoonful 
of bi-sulphide of carbon on the ground.

It is said, for instance, that outside of 
.je larger cities there is a large class ot 
eople who do not even know of the 
xistence of the present crisis. To one 
nacquainted with Spanish customs and 
nanners it might seem strange that 
punish newspapers did not lay the whole 
jatter before the v»eople, but. according 
o the Jiosimi Advertiser, there are some 
bstacles m the way of Biioh''a general 
vmpaign of education in Spain. 
In the first place it must be rcinem- 
ered that less than one-third, and only 


little more than one-fourth of the 


panisn pfople can read or write 
An 


due-ted Spaniard is riot tlie rule, hut 
IB excpplion.
